Scriptures : but this fallacy was ſoon diſcover'd ; for the 
Majeſty ' of' thoſe. Holy Writings eminently appearing above 
the others, ſoon put. a period to this Controverfie. All pre- 
tended Revelations have viſibly diſcover'd their nakedneſs , 
and ſoon betrayed their own mean deſcent. But as it 1s 
commonly obſerved, that after a Defeat, there 3s a general 
Rendezvous of all Forces, to. make the laſt aſſault, which is 
xſnally very formidable; ſo theſe. infernal Powers hawing 
been diſappointed in their firſt enterprize, could not reſt ſa- 
tisfied, until they had changed the Scene, and appear d in 


more beſtile ſhape than ever : Defamation now was not ſuf= 


ficient, but the total DeſiruSion of the Word of God was 


deſugn'd. . 4 | 
And now to the amazement 'of the World ( after many 
other mighty Enemies to the Chriſtian Cauſe ) up ſtarts 


Diocleſian, an Enemy no leſs potent than formidable , who 
ſet forth an Edie that all Chriſtians ſhould deliver up 


their Scriptures , and that the Writings of the Church 


ſhould be burnt , which was proſecuted with great rigour 
and fierceneſs ; and he was ſo confident of the ſucceſs of it, 
that on a Column which was ereGied to him, as a Trophy of 
his extinguiſhing the Chriftian faith , he had this in the 
znſcription.---Superſtitione Chriſti ubique deleta, Grut, zn- 
ſcript. pag.

p2h again” to-look, with a moſt terrible aſpe& ; "and now jt 
-was that ſuch a multitude of Chriſtians" offer d themſelves 
as Viflims to appeaſe "the rage of their cruel Adwerſaries 
with their Martyr-flames, rather than' deliver up what was 
_ dear to them in" the World, viz. theiy Bibles : and thoſe 
who by fear' or'any other inducements were' perſwaded to the 
contrary, were-4pprobriouſly called Traditores. 

And-who could imagine that this ſtratagem ſhould have 
been defeated'?' Who could bave thought that theſe inqui- 
ſittwe and inovtterate Enzmries fhould have their deſigns antl 
intentions thus fruſtrated ® But God, who at all times hath 
given us ſignal -Demonſtrations of their Divinity, by his 
miracutous' ani wonderful preſervation of them, was not 
wanting at-this time; but mightily reſcued them from the 
flames of theſe wicked\Perſecutors. What was here but the 
ſpecial Providence, the Finger of God, to be ſeen in this 
great Deliverance.? Who but an Omnipotent Power could 
now ſuſtain the Chriſtian faith , when all humane an in- 
fernal Power were. bent againſt it *' But thus did the ſacred 
Oracles triumph over its Adverſaries, baffled all aſſaults 
and Enemies, and ftood unmov'd likg a mighty Rock in the 
midſt of the Sea, outbrawing, all Storms and Tempeſts. 

But although the Sacred Scriptures have been thus' con\ 
wveyed down to us, having their Divine ' Authority” confirm'd 
by the ſuffrages of all Ages ; and although they anſwer the 
ends and purpoſes of their Author, viz. That they ſhould 
be the Rule of our Faith, the infallible Standard by which 
all Actions ſhould be meaſured ; That in them are contained 
the whole Eſſentials of Religion , the words of Eternal 
Life, &c.

Hat the Holy Scriptures are one of the greateſt 
bleflings which God beftows upon the ſons of 
men, is generally.acknowledped by all who 

| know any thing of the yalue and worth of 
them. "To ſhew their Uſe and Excellency, is beyond the 
Authors preſent deſign or intendment; tis already done by 
one or other to good purpoſe eyery:day.-In them the Lord 
hath diluctdly diſplayed that Counſel of tis Will, that is of. 
infinite concernment to us to underſtand, in order to our / 
preſent being accepted of him here, and ar laſt brought to 
the fulleſt enjoyment of himfelt in glory, 'Tis wonderful to 
behold, how full and perfect this Word is, with reſpe& to 
this end ; What can man deſtre to know, which is necetlary* 
hereunto, that the liyhr thereof diſcovers not > What dt- 
re&ion can he expect, by which he may be fortified againſt 
all enemies of his good, either within or withont him,that 

1s not there given ? What encouragements would he have 
which are not therein diſplayed before him? And what 

Cavils can be brought againſt any part of Truth contained 
therein, to which they themfelves yield nota full reſolve ?. 

Cone place of Scripture fo exaQly-clearing, exponnding,

deadneſs,lyes at the bottom of this ſigtul neglet, To en- 


courage, awaken perſons toa more diligent thorow ſearch 
of the mind of God herein, is a ſervice no leſs profitable 
than ſeafonable at this day. And what greater external 'en- 
couragement, than to make'that facile and cafie, Fwhich 
ſeem'd. inconquerably arduous and difficult? 

This is the deſign of the enſuing Treatiſe : nors the 
Author altogether without hopes (wherein he hath the 
concurring-judgment of ſeveral eminently learned and JU- 
dicious Divines'who have peruſedit) but , by the bleſſing 
of God,it may have a ſingular tendency to the enlightning 
- of ſome,and eſtabliſhing of others in divine Tuths (when 
110 intuitu they ſee the Scriptures, upon which they are 
built ), and enabling them with eale to confute gainſayers, 
This hath prevailed upon him, to give leave for the pub- 
liſhing of it fot the Common good, having found it to be 
of great uſe to himſelf to the ends before-mentioned. For 
here the ſeveral Texrs of Holy Scripture (which lie ſcat- 
tered in the book of God, are colle&ed together, tranſcri- 
bed and placed (in the order as they lie in the Bible) un- 
der ſeveral and particular Heads (a fruit of many years la- 
bour in frequent reading through the whole Old and New 
Teſtament, with ſerious thoughts upon it, and prayer to 
God, to the end the ſcope and meaning of the Holy Ghoſt 
in each Text might be found out). And where any Subje& 
is fallen on, and mentioned in the general head,Cand ſome- 
times alſo in a particular head) there (for the moſt part) 15 
to be found all that relate to that matter,immediately fol- 
lowing under particular heads,or ſubdiviſions, to the end 
that the whole thereot may be met with together : or, at 
leaſt,there are references to ſome other general or Particu- 
lar head, where it is placed more properly.

And here note,Chriſtian Reader, That thou haſt not only 
the places poſitive to the Snbje& there, but alſo. ſuch which 
are any ways argumentative, or enforcing (whether by Ex- 
amples, rhe equity of the things, the nature of God, his 
approbation of Promiſes to, or threatnings againſt it) or 
any way illuſtrating or expounding of it, by whatſoever 
terms they are expreſſed ; whereof a little uſe of this 
Treatiſe will ſoon give thee a full evidence. 

But, to prevent prejudice and miſtakes, and give thee - 
ſome light in the way and method the Author hath taken, 
He propoſeth to thy obſervation theſe few things following. 
_ Firſt, To prevent prejudice , do the Author and thy ſelf 
this right , Not to make a judgment by the reading of one 
or two Texts at the beginning of any head : for poſlib] y they. 
may not at the firſt bluſh feem to thee ſo pertinent to the 
matter, as others do which follow ; they may be only argu- 
mentative, and not poſitive : For the  Author-ſo placed 
them on purpoſe, that they might run in order, as they lie 
in the Bible, that the Reader might go to any Text of ei- 
ther Teſtament, without turning ch and forward,and 
for other advantages; and thence it happens ſometimes, That | 
the Scriptures leſs to the purpoſe, firſt occur to. thy View. 

Likewiſe, paſs not ſentence upon. any Text.thow ſhalt 
find under any head, as impertinent to the: Subje& there, 
until thou haſt ſeriouſly weighed the fame.: for poſſibly 
in ſo doing, thou mayſt diſcern ſomething in that Scrip.. 
ture, which thou never didſt obſerve before,, nor mighteſt - 
have taken notice of,. had not the Head or Subje& there, 
turned thy thoughts upon it. 

And then, the Author doubteth not,but that the Compo- 
fare it ſelf (when judiciouſly conſ1dered) will prevent this 
Ccnſure , That. it's a needleſs. Work, as.having been done 
als..

already by others : This being a'thing of another mature 
than any'yet extant, and will be helpful ar another'rate, 
For, (notwithſtanding any other helps ) the finding ont 
of apt Scriptures tor i]luſtrating, confirming, and making 
uſe of any Truth which may be upon the thoughts of any. , 
have been, as it 1s, a difficult and Jaborious Work ; and 
thence men oft-times uſe Scriptures,either not Apt, accord- 
ing to the intent of the Holy Ghoſt there ; or ſuch, the 
oenuine ſenſe of which is doubted. And for the uſe of Con- 
cordances herein; each mans memory muſt record the Scri- 
ptures : for they muſt firſt occur to his thoughts, then his 
jadoment muſt tix upon ſome word therein, under which 
the Text is placed : and *tis poſlible not hit the right term 
under which it is ; and oft-times look a long time ere he 
come to it. becauſe of the multitude of words there uſed: 
and happily miſs at laſt too, and be put upon ſearching 
under another term. But here thou mayſt only turn to the 
Subje& thou enquireſt after, and (without any ſuch ſteps ) 
find Scriptures full and apt thereto (by whatſoever Terms 
or Phraſes rhey are expreſſed ) occur to your Eye at an in- 
ſtant; and almoſt ( it not altogether ) all the Scripture 
affords to that Subje& ; and preſent thee with matter of 
Enlargement, which poſſibly thou thoughteſt not of _ 
Secondly, To give thee ſome light in the Method, and 
to help thee in the uſe of this. | 
- Firſt, Take notice, that'in Chep. 13. | of Saints fail- 
ings ] The firſt Texts are to prove each per{on his Saint- 
ſhip ; then the next —— their failings : and this is 
done on purpoſe, that it might appear they are the fail- 
ings of Saints : and fo propct to the Head.

And here to have deſcended to particular Heads,. would 
bave been tedious and unneceſſary ; for the words being 
there tranſcribed, the Reader may prefently inform him- 
ſelf, in the whole, and in every particular. 

-Laſily, A little pains in © ſerving the Contents. or 
Table in the front of the Book, which doth contain the 
General and particular Heads therein, and alſo the Re- 
ferences thereto, and direds to Chapter and Page where 
each lieth, will enable thee to diſcern more of the Me- 
thod and uſcfulneſs of this Work, than can be well ex- 
preſſed in a ſhort Epiſtle, 

Therefore this ſhall ſuffice, ſuppoſing the Work it ſelf 
will ſhew its own uſefulneſs and advantage to Medita- 
tion about Divine matters : holding a man to ene Subje&, 
and yielding variety of matter to enforce ituport the mind, 
and leave impreſſion there : when bare reading a Chap- 
ter or two ( as fome uſe to do as a task ) proves not 
effeua] for that end ; and ſearching proves laborious :

' + Lf which we have as an anchor of the ſoul, ſure and Rtedfaſt, and which 
entereth within the vail, whither the fore-runner is for us entered ; Jeſus made 
an high-Prieſt for ever after the order of Melchiſedeck, Heb.

{ednefs of the man unto whom God imputeth righteouſneſs without works, c. 
He reccived the ſign of circumciſion, a ſeal of the righteouſnels of the faith, &c. 
that he might be the father of them who believe, though they be not circum- 
cited, that righteouſneſs might be imputed unto them allo, &c. for the promile, 
&c. not to Abraham, or to his feed through the law; but through the righ- 
teouſneſs of faith, &c. It was imputed to him for righteouſneſs : now it was not 
written for his fake alone, that it was imputed unto him ; but for us alſo, to whom 
it ſhall be imputed, if we believe on him who raiſed up Jeſus, &c. who was de- 
livered for our offences, and was raiſed again for our juſtification, Gem. 15. 6.

Being juſtified by faith, &c. much more then being now juſtified by his bloed, 
we ſhall be ſaved, &c.

_ teouſne(s of one ( or, by one righteouſneſs ) the free gift cam2 upon all men to 
juſtification of life, &c. By the obedience of one ſhall many be made righte- 
ous, Rom. 5. 1, 9, 16, 17, 18, 19. 

There is therefore now no condemnation to them who are in Chriſt Jeſus,

Ye make clean the outfide of the cup, &c. but 
within they are full of extortion and exceſs: ye outwardly -appear righteous 
unto men, but within ye are tull of hypocriſfie, Adatth. 23. 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 
I 3, 14, 15, 16, 17,23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30. 

The chief Prieſt, and the Scribes, &c. conſulted that they might-take Jeſus 
and kill him, &c. Judas betrayed Chriſt with-a kiſs, &c. The chief prieſts, &c. 
fought falfe witnefles againſt Jelus, to put him to death, Matrh. 26. 3, 4,

When they were convinced that Chriſt was riſen, they gave large monzy 
to the ſoldiers to hide it with a lye, and promiſed the ſoldiers to ſecure them, 
Matth: 28. 1 14 12, 13, 14+ 

But the Phariſees and Lawyers reje&ed the counſtl of God againſt (or, with- 
in) themſelves, being not baptized of him, LZuke7. zo. 

Then ſhall ye begin to fay, We have eaten and drank in thy preſence , and 
thou haſt taughtin our ſtreets: But he ſhall ſay, &c. Depart from me ye work- 
ers of iniquity, Luke 13. 26, 27. 

And he ſpake this parable unto certain who truſted in themſelves , that they 
were (or, as bring ) righteous, and deſpiſed others. Two went up into the 
temple to pray, the one a phariſee, and the other a publican : the phariſce 
ſtood and prayed thus with himſelf; God, I thank thee that I am not as 0- 
ther men are, extortioners, &c. I faſt twice in' the week: I give tythes, &c. 
Luke 18. g, 10, 11, 12. 

When Jeſus went unto Zacheus houſe, the Jews murmured, ſaying, That he 
was gone to be gueſt with a man who is a ſinner, Luke 19.6, 7. 

The chief Prieſts and Scribes would kill Jeſus,&c. Judas offered to betray him ; 
they were glad, and covenanted with him, &c. Lake 22. 2, 4, 5. 

They accuſe Chriſt before Pilate, ſaying, We have found this fellow pervert- 
ing the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Ceſar, faying, That he him- 
{elf is Chriſt a king, Luke 23. 1,2. 

How can ye believe who receive honour one of another, and ſeck not the 
honour which cometh. from God only ? Fohnx. 43, 44. 

Ye ſeek me not becauſe of the miracles, but becauſe ye did eat of the loaves 
and were filled, &c. Jeſus faid, &c. No man can come to me excep* it w-re 
given him of my father.

The Paarifees ſaid, This man is not of God, becauſe he keepeth not the Sab- 
bath-day, &c. The Jews had agreed already , that if any man did confeſs that 
he was Chriſt, he ſhould be put out of the Synagogue, &c. They ſay of Chriſt, 
he is a ſinner, we are Moſes diſciples : as for this fellow we know not whence 
he is, &c. When they were convinced by-the man who had been blind, that 
Chriſt muſt be of God ; they {ay to him, Thou waſt altogether born in ſin, 
ard coſt thou teach us? and they excommunicated him, &c. Chriſt faid ro the 
Phariſees, Ye lay , You ſee , Wc. Fohn y. 16, 22, 23, 24, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 
33 » 49, 41: 

1 When Lazarus was raiſed from the dead, the chief prieſts and the phariſees

they loved the praiſe of men more than the praiſe of God, Fobn 12. 5, 6, 10, 
11, 19,42,43. 

The time cometh, that whoſoever killeth you, will think that he doth God 
good ſervice, &c. Theſe things they will do, &c. becauſe they have not known 
the father, Fohn 16. 2, 3. 

Pilate ſought to releaſe Jeſus; but the Jews cryed out, ſaying , If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Cefars friend : whoſoever maketh himſclt a King, 
ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar, &c. Pilate faid, Shall I crucifie your king ? the chicf 
prieſts anſwered, We have no king but Ceſar, Fohn 1g. 12, 15. 

As the Apoſtles ſpake unto the people, the prieſts and the Captain of the 
temple, and the Sadduces came upon them, being grieved that they taught the 
people, &c. and they laid hands on them, &c. faid, By what power, or by what 
name do ye this, &c? They ſaid, What ſhall we do with theſe men? for that 
indeed a notable miracle hath been done by them, is manifeſt to all, &c. and 
we cannot deny it: but that it ſpread no further among the people, let us 
ſtraitly threaten them, that they ſpeak henceforth to no man in this name; 
| and they called them, and commanded them not to fpeak at all, &c. As 4.

Ananias and Saphira brought part of the price, and would have deceived 
the 
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the holy Ghoſt, &c- multitudes were added to the Lord : then the high 
prieſts, &c. were filled with. indignation, and laid theirhands on them, and put 
them in the common priſon, &c. they doubted whither theſe things would 
grow: Gtc. ſaid to the Apoſtles, Ye have filled Jeruſalem with your do&rine, 
and intend to bring this mans blood upon us, &c. When the Apoſtles had laid, 
That God had exalted that Jeſus whom they-ſlew, they were cut to the heart, 
and took counſel to ſlay thew, As 5. 1,2, 3, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 24, 28, 30, 
31, 33+ chap. 7. $42 $5* 

When they could not reſiſt the ſpirit and wiſdom by which Stephen ſpake., 
then they ſuborned men, who ſaid, We have heard, &c. and they ſtirred up the 
people, &c. and they came upon him and caught him, &c. And they ſet up falſe 
witneſſes, AtZts 6, 10, 11, 12, 13. J | 

Simon when he ſaw the Apoſtles through laying on of hands, conferred the 
holy Ghoſt ;; he offered them money for the like power, &c- was in the gall of 
bitterneſs, As 8. 18, 19, 23. | 

The next Sabbath-day came almoſt the whole City together to hear the 
word of God: but when the Jews ſaw the multitude, they were filled with 
envy, and ſpake againſt the things which were ſpoken by Paul ,, contradi&- 
ing and blaſpheming, &c. but the Jews ſtirred up the devout and honourable 
women, and the chief men of the City , and raiſed perſecution againſt Paul 
and Barnabas, and expelled them, &c. As 1 3. 44, 45, 49, 50 

The unbelieving Jews ſtirred up the Gentiles, and, made their minds evilly 
affeed againſt the brethren, &c.. perſwaded the people to ſtone them, Arts 


14 . 2, 19. | 
*When Paul had preached, and many believed; the Jews who believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them certain lewd fellows of the baler ſort , and 
gathered a comparly,, and ſet all the City in an uproar, &c. they drew Jaſon 
and certain brethren unto the rulers of the City, crying;” Theſe have turned 
the world upſide down,. &c. theſe do all contrary to the decrees of Ceſar, 
ſaying, That there is another King, one Felus, the Jews came alſo to Berea, 
and ſtirred up the people, Atts 17..2, 3,4, 5, 6, 7, 13. 

The Jews made an infurre&ion with one accord. againſt Paul, and brought 
him to the [us ſaying , This fellow perſwaded men to worſhip God 
contrary to the lawy  Afts 18. 12, 1;, 

Paul ſaid, I was zealous towards God, as ye all are at this day : and I per- 
ſecuted this way unto the death, &c. Ats 22. 3, 4, 5, 6. 

Certain Jews bound themfſclves under a curſe to kill Paul, &c. the chief 
Prieſts and Elders agree to. help it forward, Atts 23, 12, 13, 14. chap. 
25. 24-3, 

They get an Orator to accuſe Paul, thus : We found this man a peſtilent fel- 
low, and a mover of fedition among all the Jews throughout the world, and a 
ring-leader of the ſe& of the Nazarens.: who alſo hath gone about to profane 
the temple, &c. When Paul reaſoned of righteouſneſs, &c. Felix trembled, 
and anſwered, Go thy way for this time : when. I have a conyenient time 
L will call for thee, &c. Ads 24, L, 2, 5, 6, 15, 

* Paul 
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Paul ſaid, I verily thought with my ſelf, that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jeſus , &c. which thing I alfo did, &c: exceeding 
mad, As 26-9, 10, 11. 

The Jews told Paul, that concerning this fe, it was every where Tpokeng- 
gainſt, Atts 2B, 21. 

Behold, thou art called a Jew and reſtcſt in'the law, and makeſt thy boaſt 
of God, and knoweſt his will , &c. and art; confident that thou thy elf art 
a guide to the blind, &c. Thou therefore who teacheſt another, 'teacheſt thou 
not thy ſelf? Thou who preacheſt a man ſhall not fteal,”doſt thou ſteal;&@ 
He is not a Jew who is one outwardly: neither is that circumciſion which 
is outward in the fleſh, &c. Rom. 2. 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 28, 

Iracl who followed after the law of rigreouſneſs, hath not attained to the 
law of righteouſnels : wherefore, becaufe they ſonght it not by faith, but as 
it 'iwere by the works-of the law: for they ſtunible at "that bling-ſtone, 
Rom. g.

They have a zeal of God, but not according to knowledg : for they 'being 
ignorant of Gods rightcouſneſs, and going about to eſtabliſh their own righ- 
teouſneſs, have not ſubmitted themſelves unto the righteouſneſs of God, Rom.

As many as defire to make a fair ſhew in the fleſh , they conſtrain you to

And God wrought ſpecial miracles by the hands of Paul , ſo that from his 
body were brought to the ſick handkercheifs , &c. and the diſeaſes departed 
from them, and the evil ſpirits went out of them, As 19.

Paul raiſed Eutichus from the dead, when he had fallen down from the win- 
dow, As 20. 9, 10. | 

Paul healed the father of Publius of his fever and bloody-flix, and others, 
Atts 28.

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CHAP. XLIV. 


Of the Kings of Iſrael and Fudah : How they came to their 
Power and Office. 


Ideon had judged Iſrael : he had ſeventy ſons. Abimelech one of the 
ſons of Gideon. by his ſervant ( by ſubtilty with the men of Shechem, - 
that it was better one ſhould reign than all the ſeventy ſons), procures mo- 
ney, hires vain and light perſons, and kills all his brethren ( except Jotham 
the youngeſt, who hid himſelf). Abimelech by the men of Shechem and the 
houſt of Millo, made King. After a few years he was ſlain by a piece of mil- 
ſtone a woman threw down on him : after whom Judges governed a long time, 
tilt Samuel, Fudges 9. 

Ifrael by the Elders came to Samuel, and faid, Make us a King to judg 
us, like all the nations: and though God was diſpleaſed at it, .and ſaid, They 
had rejeed not Samuel, but God himfelf, that he ſhould not reign over 
them : 3 he bids Samuel hearken unto them, and make them a King , . 
I Sam. 

Samuel, before Saul came , was told of God of his coming : and that he. 
ſhould be the man whom he ſhould anoint king. Sanmwel anoints him king 
accordingly, 1 Sam. 9. chap. 10. 

According to this afterwards, all the people went to Gilgal: and there they 
made Saul king before the Lord, 1 Sam. 11. 14, 15. 

Samuel ſaid to Saul, When thou waſt little in thine own fight, waſt thou 
not made the head of the tribes of Iſrael, and the Lord anointed thee king 
over lſrael, &c ? Becauſe thou haſt rejeted the word of the Lord, he hath - 
rejected thee from being king, 1 Sam. 15. 17,23. 

Samuel, by Gods ſpecial direfion , anointed David the fon of - Jefſe to be 
king ( although Saul was yet living ): and the ſpirit left Saul, and came upon 
David, 1 Say.
